gentleman.- He is besides a pro- 
digious worker. It was thought at 
one time that his pen had lost its 
cunning, but it was simply a lapse 
into a state of idleness that was good 
tor the author, for since his retire- 
ment from otlice he lias contributed 
to 
contemporaiy literature 
many 


notable stories, rich in liump^ and 
deep in pathos, that has .rriade his 
name famous wherever. Jh'e English 
language is spoken, and has added 
character to the'high standard of 
American literature. 
Harte is well 


paid for his work in the English 
weeklies and 
magazines, and he 


has more 
orders 
for 
stories on 


hand than he can 
possibly fill 


for the next five years. He does an 
occasional leader for the Timen, or 
the Standard, or the Neici, and he is 
often in demand by the weekly pa- 
pers for a review of some book of cur- 
rent interest, but he prefers 
story 


writing as a matter of choice, and as 
a matter of pecuniary profit. It is a 
mystery to the Englishmen how he 
manages to live here in London and 
draw tlie 
wonderful 
pictures 
of 


American life and habits that he 
does. 
If 
Bret Harte is anything 


he is truly an American author. 
He 


has never been an imitator of Euro- 
pean types and styles, and he knows 
how to draw a pen portrait, or tell a 
story as well today as when Charles 
Dickens complimented him for the 
"Luck of Roaring Camp" and '.'The 
Outcasts of Poker Flat." He has a 
comfortable bank account, pleasant 
surroundings and is in demand at the 
houses of good 'pe°P'e> so that alto- 
gether he is aa happy as it is given 
for most men to be in this world. 
His health is good, and there see'ns 
to be no bottom to his well of humor 
and story telling.
